Strewn around the rooms and adjacent to the body are numerous 
items including a tube of tooth paste, bottles of wine, a douche 
bag, body lotions, and items of female clothing. A long 
cylindrical piece of wood measuring approximately 1 inch in 
diameter x 16 inches in length is under the deceased's right arm. 

VICTIM(s): 

The deceased is a young black female who is nude, supine, 
and whose head is directed south in the direction of the front 
door. The body is in a "floating in space" position with the 
arms extended to the sides and somewhat elevated and the legs 
separated with the knees slightly bent. Numerous flies, fly 
eggs, and maggots are over the entire body surface and within the 
orifices, the vaginal and rectal contents are protruding. There 
is no external evidence of injury. Adjacent to the body is a 
wallet in which is a picture and identification of a 28 year old 
black female named "Linda Ann Dobson".

Williams, 33, has been in the Dade 
. County. Jail for the past six months 
, but has not been charged in any of 
, the murders. He was charged with 
- two counts of rape unrelated to the 
i slayings. Metro and Miami homicide 
detectives say they don't have 
enough proof —- even though he - 
first murder came under investiga- , 
tion more than a year ago. . 

Williams has admitted to police , 
that he knew some of the victims, . 
but he has steadfastly denied killing . 
anyone. 

The slayings stopped once Wil¬ 
liams was jailed in early April on the 
rape charges.- 

The first of the 19 victims — 18 
of them black and one Hispanic —• 
was found dead in July 1987. 

Jackson was victim No. 15. The 
bodies of four other women were 
found before Williams was arrested 
in early April. Miami police did not 
disclose Jackson's connection to 
Williams and the other homicide vic¬ 
tims until detectives recently gave 
depositions in court. 

Jackson, a former cook in a sand¬ 
wich shop, went by the name Sonia - 
because she hated her given name. 
"She was my sweet baby,” said her 
• boyfriend Kirk Stevens, the father 
of her 2-year-old son, also named' 
Kirk. 

Like many of the other 18 vie- 
' tims.Jacks.-uwasadrugEddict "do¬ 
ing tricks for crack,” hsrfamily told 
investigators. 

Just before her murder,'she was 
! desperately trying to break her 


creek habit, said Vincent Lawrence, 
a distant relative who unsuccessful¬

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The body is that of a decomposing, maggot infested, young 
black female who has marked bloating and skin slip. The body weighs 
147 pounds and is 5 foot 6 inches in length. The scalp has no 
evidence of recent or remote trauma and is covered with a thick 
crop of black curly, 4 to 6 inch, long hair. Facial features are 
oblitered by bloating. Numerous maggots are in the nose, mouth and 
ears. A transversely oriented, 1 inch long, healed sutured scar is 
on the left upper forehead. The neck has no external evidence of 
trauma. The thorax and breasts are symmetrical. The abdomen has 
multiple striae and an old, curved, transversely oriented surgical 
scar is just above the pubis. The external genitalia and anus have 
protrusion of the vagina and rectum, respectively, as a result of 
decompositional change. There are no signs of trauma to the labia 
or thighs. The lower extremities are symmetrical and filled with 
gases. The subcutaneous tissues of the legs and arms have no 
evidence of trauma. The subcutaneous tissues of the arms and 
forearms have no evidence of needle tracks. The back is straight 
and unremarkable. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The soft tissues underlying the scalp have no evidence of 
trauma. The skull has no fractures. The 1200 gram brain is totally 
liquefied and without anatomic detail. After stripping the dura, no 
fractures are noted. 

The tongue has no lacerations. The hyoid bone and thyroid 
cartilage have no evidence of trauma or surrounding extravasated 
blood. The trachea is filled with maggots. The epiglottis, aryepi- 
glottic folds and vocal cords have no evidence of trauma. 

The clavicles, sternum and ribs have no evidence of recent 
fractures. There is an old healed fracture of the right seventh rib 
posteriorly. The cervical, thoracic and lumbar vertebral column 
have no evidence of trauma. 

The serosal cavities are filled with decompositional gas under 
pressure. 

The 170 gram heart, 270 gram right lung and 290 gram left lung 
have marked decomposition.
